Hence we nerd not feel mrprise at the frank 
iunfriendliness of the Janguage weed. It 
jouks as ifthe only inducement which can 
reconcile M. Dormern’s opponents to h's 
schemes of expansion isthe thought that by 
consenting to them thy are at least striking 
a blow a} Great Britain. The amiability 
of such a- line’ of! conduct we need 
not discuss, nor. could it, have any bearing 
on the question, were it not that. the British 
‘Governnwnt is lesa than indifferent, te all 
appearances, tu the efforts of its country- 
men to tap the resources of Southern China 
from-tho side of Rurma and India. Our 
French critips talk udwiringly of British 
practicality. We are won.pelled to recognise 
that this is only true of ‘individuals. - As 
far'as the respective Governments are con- 
cerned, the advantage rests with the French. 
There aro many pointa in our favour, chiefly 
arising from tho aversion of French traders 
tc leave France and the protective policy 
which cripples Freuch colonial mdust ry. 
But if the support of the British Govern- 
ment be waited for, it. still seems, as if 
France would win the mee for predominance 
jn Yungan; and that means, as the French 
bluntly declare, the totnl exclusion of British 
trade.
